The fact of au Euglisli apoaliitiy people 


having existed for tweuty five yearn \\~hh- 
out the kuoivledgu of the world is iu itself 
something to excite our intercut, but the 
fact of this people Jmvitig iu that time de- 
veloped from a band of pirateo und snvages 
into a model Christian community ouggeata 
the hand of God in over-ruling for good that 
whioh promised, an 1 for a time remitted iu. 
so much evil. 


In tho year 1787 a fo\v gentlemen in Eng- 


land interested as landed proprietors ou 


3$feo iuland of Jamaica, conceived tho idea of 
"^introducing the culture of tho bread fruit 


ttea in the British West Indies with th 
end in view of furnishing a cheap firtie 
of food for the inhabitants of those island 
The aid of government was invoked and i 
December of that year n suitable vessel wa 
purchased by the admiialty, and equippe 
with all needful fixtures and nccommodii 
tions for the transportation of a thousdu 
or more young trees from the island o 
Oteheite to tbe West Indies. The ship o 
being put into commission was named tha 
Bounty nnd Lieutenant Bligh of tho roya' 
navy appointed to the command, with a 
crew, officers, and men numbering forty 
four. 


The Bounty sailed from Spit-head Dec 


29th and after a long and tedious passag 
even for those times, the islaud of Otaheite 
blessed the sight of the weary mariners,anc 
the ship was anchored in Matovia Bay Oct 
2b' 1788. Gapt. Bligh appears in many 
respects to have been a very suitable officer 
to carry out the benevolent purpose of this 
expedition, being a man of great energy o, 
character and an excellent seaman. He hat 
acquired some experience as a navigator 
among the islands of the Pacific having 
served under Copfc. Cook ou several voyogef 
of discovery. But with the qualities whioh 
would naturally commend him to so import- 
ant a command Capt. Bligh, possessed a dis- 
position thet had acquired for him a charac- 
ter whioh never stood high for suavity of 
manner or mildness of temper, among his 
brother officers in the navy. 
According 


to the testimony of his crew he was subject 
to ungovernable fits of temper on which oc- 
casions he was not apt to be choice in his 
selection of epithets or sparing in his appli- 
cation of them; and on which occasions 
also he often inflicted severe punishment on 
the seamen. The officers also in some cases 
were made to suffer indignities afe his hands, 
and discomforts resulting from his imperi- 
ous disposition. To Oapt. Bh'gh's treatment 
of_his mon and officers may be partly as- 
cribed the calamity which overtook him aud 
brought the voyage to so abrupt a termina- 
tion. 


Tho Bounty arrived Oct. 2Gth, and her 


people were warmly 
welcomed by the 


natives, many of whom remembered the visit 
of Capt. Cook ten years before. 


This island has been described by travel- 


ers and navigators 03 tho Paradise of the 
Pacific; and the writer of this well remem- 
bers the rapture caused by tho beautiful 
tropical scenery as it burst on his Bight after 
weary months of tossing on the ocean. 
So 


too it must have gladdened the hearts of tho 
Bounty's crew. No wonder after mouths of 


peaceable and affectionate natives that tho 
harsh discipline of a man-of-war should seem 
irksome to these sons of the ocean. And then 
the ease with which the simple wants of the 
inhabitants wore supplied made it almost 
fioem that the curse, that man must eat his 
bread by the sweat of his brow, was re- 
moved in this favored spot. On the 31st of 
March, 178D, nil the plants for which the 
ship had accommodation, were on board, to 
the number of one thousand and fifteen. 
On the 2d of April the ship sailed for Ja- 
maica, and one half of the voyage was suc- 
cessfully accomplished. 
The natives were 


said to be very much affected at parting 
with thair white friends, and on the day 
of sailing crowded the deck, aud load- 
ed the crew and ofiioers with presents. 
Capt. Bligh observes, "For twenty three 
weeks we had been treated with the utmost 
affection and regard seemed to increase iu 
proportion to our stfiy. These tweny three 
weeks had served to increase the spirit of 
discontent already sown by the harsh treat

semblance of decency wan preserved hi the 
ri'lationn of tho KCX.'S to each other, tho 
women liviuo ^ith men a» muluul fancies 
uiMttteit. A short time after tlicso murdera 
u new ami potent source of trouble was de- 
veloped ;— McCoy, from tho root of a cer- 
tain tree, with tho aid of a kettle, succeeded 
in producing au intoxicating liquor. From 
this timo forth until the death of McCoy 
he nnd Quintal kept tlio colony iu hot water 
continually. 
McCoy died 
of 
delirium 


tremens and Quintal after having attempted 
to kill the remaining two white men, Adams, 
and Young , WQH killed by them in defense 
of 
their own lives. Such, observes one 


narrator, was the polluted and depraved 
source stained with the crimes of mutiny 
and piracy, from whioh sprang the presoat- 
eimplo and innocent race of islanders. 


The quiet and peace that reigned on the 


island after these events, the last of which 
occurred in 1799, disposed the surviving 
men to reflection and finally to repentance. 
' Biblo and prayer-book saved from tbo

ment on ship-board : and tho Drosnoct nf 
again submitting to it. nnd. ofbeinw^Qu.' 
fined to the limited quarters of a ship, led 
the misguided men to throw off all authori- 
ty that held thorn nnd array themselves iu 
hostility to their king nnd country as oat- 
lawa and pirates." 
•'On the_ 28th of April Capt. Bligh wns 
awakened from sleep m the morning wntch, 
to find his authority usurped, his ship in 
the hands 
of 
mutiuoers, and himself 


and 
the 
loyal 
portion 
of his crew 


at 
the 
.mercy 
of 
armed 
and 


desperate men. Bligh 
made a prallant 


resistance, but to no purpose. The plans of 
the mutineers had been secretly and securely 
laid. Himself and eighteen offleera nnd 
men who had taken no part in the- affairs 
woro sot adrift iu an open boat with but a 
scanty supply of provisions ; and the ship 
put about for the islands. After months of 
torriule sufferings Bligh reached England 
with twelve of his men, sis having perished 
fiom exposure, nnd one having bseu killed 
by hostile natives at an island whore thev 
were forced to land 
to procure 
food. 


Capt. Bligh's report caused prompt notion 
to he taken by the 
government. 
The 


frigate Pandora, Cnpt. 
Edwards, 
wns 


immediately dispatched to the Society Is- 
lands in search of tho guilty men. 
Capt' 


Edwards succeeded in capturing fourteen of 
the mutineers, ten of whom wero taken to 
England, the other 
four 
having 
been 


drowned by the sinking of tho Pandora on 
tho coast of Now Holland. 
Of the ten who 


wore in due time brought to trial, four wore 
proved innocent, and the remaining six 
guilty; three of the latter received the king's 
pardon.and three were hung at theyardarm 
in tbe harbor of Spithead. 
There remained 


on bon«l of tho Bounty, after tho forced de- 
parture of tho captain nnd loyal portion of 
the crew, twenty five men, among whom 
woro one master's mate, three midshipmen, 
seven petty officers and fourteen 
seamen. 


Tho master's mate, Fletcher Christian, was 
tho acknowledged chief of tho band. 
His 


plan was to seek some island out of tho 
regular track of vessels nnd there to form n 
settlement; first returning to Otaheite to 
tako on board such of tho natives as could 
bo induced to accompany them. Tho sur- 
prise and concern of tho natives on seeing 
the ship return with only part of her peo- 
plowas allayed by a plausible story, told 
thorn by tho mutineers. Perfect peace,—n« 
mighthave boon expected;—did not reign 
long in the band. Christian as loader soon 
began to exhibit tno sumo disagreeable 
qualities, and tho sumo domineering spirit 
that had given offence to him and his part- 
ners in guilt, nnd furnished tho pretext for 
revolt. Quarrels and dissensions arose and 
finally sixteen decided to leave Christian 
and take their chances whoro they were • of 
these, two woro shortly after killed by'tho 
natives, nnd the vest carried homo in the 
charge of Cnpt. Edward aa hoforo men- 
tioned. 


Onco moro tho 
Bount} Bailed 
from 


Otnholls and in a fow days after tbo inuli- 
neord landed on Fitcairn Island together 
with nine native women and nix men from 
Otahoito whom they had persuaded to ac- 
company them. 
The ship was now broken 


up nnd Christian laid tho foundation of tho 
I'itoalm Island noUlomcnt, 
Tho iiativo 


won woro it soom» soon reduced to (he con- 
dition of slaves aud, four years after 
the 


lundlng on Iho island, secretly nroso nnd at- 
tempted n general massacre of tho whites, 
but only lunoeedwl hi killing four, among 
whura'wis"OhrWlltai Thit l«tt but four 
while men en tli« island, Qslnlnt, MoOoy, 


Bounty were now brought into use', family 
prayers were instituted, and tho children, 
now numbering about twenty, wero taught 
to rend, and instructed in tho precepts of 
the Christian religion. Youug dying a year 
after, Adams was loft with the whole charge 
of this little community on his hands, to 
which he remained a father, instructor, and 
proleotor for upwards of twenty years. 
Meanwhile tho story of the mutiny had 
passed from the minds of tho rest of the 
world nnd those who had escaped tho Pando- 
ra were supposed to have met their just 
deserts nt the hands of tho natives, or to 
uave perished nt sea. 
Years rolled on and 


nothing occurred to recall to mind tto (erri- 
ble affair. 
In 181-1 n British man-of-war, 


iruising iu the Pacific, discovered an island 
not laid down ou any chart. 
What was the 


surprise of tboso on board, ou approaching 
lie laud to observe houses of a character in- 
dicating civilized inhabitants! Their sur- 
prise was still greater when a boat from tha 
shore approached tho ship, having on board 
wo young men apparently Indians, the 
eldest of whom hailed the ship in English. 
On being invited on board, the young man 
^ave his name as Thursday October Christian 
nd said that ho was the son of Fletcher Chris- 
ion. The oaptnin on proceeding to the shore 
vasmetby Adams, now the solo survivorof 
he Bounty's crow. Another white man had 
been with him ou the island for about a 
ear. This man, John Buffet, was n man 
f a serious turn of mind, a sailor who had 
bund his way to this island and determined 
o spend his days there. 
There were on 


ho islaud nt this time forty six persons, all, 
with the exception of Adorns, Buffet, and 
16 eight Otaheitan women, being nuder 
wenty five years of age. 
The young peo- 


lo were describnd ns being without escep- 
on well-built and comely-looking. spenkin« 
nglish nnd Otnhoitan both fluently. 
The products of the island are yams, luro, 
Untain, cocoaimts, aud sweet potatoes, 
'he largest animal on the island nt the time 
uffett lauded wns tho goat. According to 
he testimony of the early visitors to the is- 


tnd,—aud later ones ulso—an earnest, gon- 
iue piety seemed to pervade tho whole 
opulntion. 
This wns evinced in their 


rictly honest dealings with the ship's peo- 
e, nud in their kind and Christian doport- 
cnt atnsBg thc-rGHelves fluu their devotional 


habits. 
Ou tho Sabbath nearly tho whole 


day wns spent in the little church. 
Johu 


Adams wouldread the prayers,omitting none 
in tho book, after which John Buffett road a 
sermon three times over to ensure its being 
well digested. 
Two of these services OL 


Sunday wero attended by all the inhabitant s, 
and listened to with the utmost attention. 
Think of it,—throe successive readings of a 
sermon—ye who yawn, squirm,and furtively 
glance ai; your watches during the delivery 
of a discourse occupying a half hour. 


As this island is only about one and a half 


miles long by one broad, and tho tillable 
arenahout six hundred acres, it was long 
ago evident that a suitable place must be 
provided for the surplus population. 
In 


185G 
the whole number of persons ou tho 


island was two hundred. Tho homo gov- 
ernment that year placed at tbe disposal of 
the islanders Norfolk Island, formerly a con- 
vict station, nud situnted nbout GO ° west of 
Pitcnirn. This island contaiued many sub- 
stantial buildings, filled with stores of oloth- 
ing nud ngricultural implements suitable to 
supply tbe wants of the Pitcnirnnre, with 
nn area of fertile soil sis times that of 
Pitcaim. Accordingly in the year above 
mentioned, 
one 
hundred 
and fifty of 


tho inhabitants of the latter wero removed 
to Norfolk, iu a man-of-war sent thither for 
that purpose. But the new island with all 
its lYtVurumu circumstances, was not home, 
and the following year two thirds of these 
returned. Norfolk will probably for years 
receive the surplus of I'itcnirn as it basomes 
crowded out for the want of subsistence. 
It is pleasant to know by ocoasional reports 
of vessels touching at Pitcnirn, and the 
letters of the teacher and people, thnt the 
same simple habits nud virtuous and pious 
deportment that so charmed early visitors to 
the islaud still prevail there in a groat meas- 
ure. 


The protection of this innocent communi- 


ty is ascribnble to its more than isolated sit- 
uation, being as before mentioned out of 
the track of trading vessels, having no har- 
bor, or anchorage, aud presenting on all 
sides n rugged nnd dangerous coast, difficult 
to effect a landing upon. 


May these nntnral bnrriers over serve to 


preserve this interesting people from those 
corrupt influences which have resulted iu 
so much evil to the natives of other islands 
of moro commercial importance, and coasts 
accessible to tho shipping of tho world !
